The  Eastern  Shore  is  a  wonderful  rose  growing 
country.  The  winters  are  mild  enough  to  grow  a  great 
variety.  The  two  best  seasons  for  bloom,  spring  and 
fall  are  long,  making  rich  colored  flowers  and  lux¬ 
uriant  foliage. 

Plant  your  roses  in  rich  warm,  fairly  heavy  soil, 
spaced  two  feet  apart  and  if  possible  protect  from 
the  wind  by  a  fence  or  hedge.  The  soil  should  be 
prepared  to  a  foot  in  depth  and  fertilized  with  manure 
or  a  well-balanced  garden  fertilizer.  It  is  important 
to  grow  a  healthy  plant  before  letting  it  flower. 
Disbudding  and  not  cutting  too  much  of  the  foliage 
are  good  practices  the  first  season.  Keep  your  roses 
clean  by  spraying  for  black  spot  with  Bordeaux,  col¬ 
lecting  all  dead  leaves  and  flowers  and  burning  them.

Lawns 

To  get  the  best  lawns  possible  on  the  Eastern 
Shore,  it  is  necessary  to  prepare  the  soil  properly.  It  is 
advisable  to  thoroughly  cultivate  and  loosen  the  sur¬ 
face  several  inches  deep.  Nearly  all  soils  are  sadly  de¬ 
ficient  in  humus,  so  that  it  is  desirable  to  add  up  to 
an  inch  to  the  whole  surface  of  the  lawn  area.  This 
should  be  well  mixed  in.  Any  good  lawn  fertilizer 
should  be  added;  lime  is  not  so  necessary  unless  a 
Blue  Grass  lawn  is  desired.  We  do  not  recommend 
Kentucky  Blue  Grass  for  this  section.  Fall  is  the  best 
time  for  seeding  lawns.  If  you  do  not  have  competent 
help  for  preparing  lawns,  we  do. 

We  offer  the  grass  seed  mixture  found  by  con¬ 
tinued  testing  to  be  the  best  for  this  section.
